right, 1 now leel and sckuowledge hat 1 was some-
tunes wrong as to the tone or ovloring o a phrase
winie unacr the oxcitoment ox debate. as, for lne
stanee, when Mr. Jolimson after the Mex can war,
nude some remarks derogatory of the West Point
officers, 1 thought it strange that any man o: ssnse
should think that the tra niog of cficers for duty, by

Jothe query, whether he had anything to eom-

nim belisved. Mr. Davis sad, “Tha grat ties me
very much, 1 was brought into frequent coutact,
both in the Mexican war aud as Seccotary of War
under Fresident Plerce, with many oflicers, and
did then and do now entertamm a high sense
of the chivalrous honor of many ol them,
lhe Government may have been deccived by
the testimony which has simce turned out to be
slicer perjury, tending to imphoate me in the nse
russination of Premdent Lancoin; or it may have
been subjeet to one of those maunis, which oc-
casionally, hke plagues, seze governments and
communities; or woat I8 most hkely, a few un-
prinepled men, se¢emng an opporsunity in tho ex-
oited condition of the nauon tor ob'sming wealth
and positon through the mstrumentality of villaing
suborned for the purpose, really dia impose upon
the Government, and lod them to be feve for a mo-
ment, in the wiurl ot excitement, the statements put
forth in the proc amaion for my capiure.

The coming of the littie child 16to the Innor oase-
mite, and olimb ng into his father's arms, who bad
just leaved vpon the sols, gave occasion to Mrs,
Davis to maxe pome remarks aboat her othor onil-
dren, particularly those in Cansda, Bishop Green
then remarked that he would not have ventared to

THE EASTERN QUESTION,

Ruzsia Moving—The Treaty of 1856 to be Broken—

Frobable Allinuce of France and Prassin Against
Pussin—Russian Agents Creating Dissension in
tlo Christian Frovinces of Turkey.
Furis (Sept, B) Correspondence London Times,
There are unmistakable symptoms abroad thm
di-aa b= emergine irum the state of apparent
apathy, as regards foreign affairs, in which she
hus sunk since the Crimean war was closed by
the trenty of Paris, Her Governmoent hus been
urouscd by the events of the Inst two years, nod
you may expect shortly to read a diplomatic
virenlar from the St Petersburg loreign office,
in which a very decided tone will be taken, The
Russian journal reterred to by vour Vieanu
correspondent in toe Tuvmes of the 5tn inst, secms
to Lave had an inkhing of this woen it **boldly
teclared 1hat, a9 the settlement of Eorope made
in 1515 has been completely upser, there is no
reason why Rusgia snonld be bound by the
trenty of Parls, in 1866, that the Black Sea must
be tree 1o ber agnin, and that the injurious obii-
gutions impo=ed on ber by a conhtion ol the
Western powers are no longer bindlong, |1 ven-
ture to assure you that this will be tound to be
very mich the strainot the clrcular in question,
in which the Russian Government reuiarks on
the system ol proceeding by violence that has
hecome prevalent in Burope for the seitlement
of isputed gquestions, instunces the eases of the
Puiash Dochies, the Danubisn Prineipalitios,
aond the receut war and avnexations in (Ger-
maity, and declares her intention ol aciing in
future as her interests dictate, and without
showing greater reghrd to treaties than has
been chown by her neighbors,

After ten years, the Treaty of Paris is as gall-
ing to Russin us on the tivst day, and even more
g0, becanse she sces that others have rebelle |
agrinst and broken similar bonds,  That treaty,
a4 shrewd diplomatist lately remarked to me,
huwilinted Rugsin withont weskening her, and
80 lur it wais a mustake,  But sinece then Rossi
hus revived and regnined strengih, She secs
the political waiers of Burope troubled, and she
is disposed 10 tish in them. Many persons
imagine that in a yenr's time, when the great
Paris Exhibition is drawing to its close, we
shull be on the brink of a war between France
and Prussia,

What 1t instead of that, we saw the Eastern
question opened, snd Franee and Prussia in
allinnee? Tue tendeney seems in that direcilon.
We cannot Imugine France altacking Prussis
for the mere pleasure of beatiug her, snd then
retreatiog within her tormoer hmits—alwayssup-
posimg her victorions, which is by no means
certwin. The object of such & war must be un
extension ol fronver, and snch an attempt would
array the whole vl Germany against E‘ruun:u--
the Austian Germans not excepted. Germany
feels ner strengih, and will relinguish none of
territory.

On the other hund, there are varioug indica-
tious that the Enstern question will agmn before
long becowe promivent, and very probaoly the
cuuse ol war., Russin 18 concentrating troops st
Kharkov, & good central pomtion, conventent
for & start in various directions, In Servia, we
lesrn from Vienna, large srmaments have for
eome tume past been making, and & great numbor
ol rifled cannon have been obtained. National
committees are said to be active in the Christian
{:rm‘im'eu ol Turkey, and ouly wait a signal to

ring aboul an insurrection. The hand of
Russia is discovered in this, and Austrin is on
ber gunrd, The Avstrian Counsals at Belgrade
and Buchuarest have been summoned to Vienua
1o supply Intermation,

According to a leder from Vienuos, in the
Palrie, the Emperor of Russla lately said to the
nunister of a foreign power that he “could not
behold with indiflerence the estublishment in
Kurope of the principle of the predominance ot
force over right, On the sume authority we
learn that orders have been given to tinlsh, in
the eurly months of 1867, the railways which
are 1o conueot Kiew with Lemberg, Odessa, and
Bulta: the hoe trom Kiew to Balta Is o be
handed over to the Goverdment on the 1st of
November next. The concesslon of a double
line, which will put Kiew in direct communica-
tion with two important poluts of Galicla lns
Just becn granted, although the Austrign Gov-
ernment i8 smd to be not yel agread with that
of Russia on the strategical direction to be
given to these two new lines,

nees and truthfolness of these letters,”

i repiy, I declare that until | saw these Jettors
in the Lorald of yesterday 1 had never seen or
heard of them, or of elther of them, or ol their
eoutent-: por were these letters  either ol
them, orthe subject matter of elther, or the
wan Harris, ever alluded w by Conover in his
coriespondence, or in any of his numerous per-
gonul conferences with we. I prouounce them,
therefore, to be base tabrications, made for the
purpuse of adjustment to my note to Conovar
under date of 16tk December, 1865, with a view
of giving to that note & totally unwarruntable
sigiitication, That note is alleged by your cor-
respondent to nave been writiten In reoly to
Conover's pretended fetter to me of “Puailadel-
phin, 13th Decamber, 1865," which allesadion is
whully untrue.

Tuis mole of mine, on the contrary, was in
answer to a telegraphio commuunication—ealled,
it seemF, by me a “letter’—sent to me by Cono-
ver irom Montreal, under date of “15th Decew-
ber, 1866," in which it was stated he wus there
with three very importgunt witnesses, and expect-
ing nnother, and required more funds, and ask-
ing & remittance, and the $150 mentioned 1 my
note was enclosed to him to meet NOCCEESAry ex-
enses in bringing these four witnesses, with
timeell, to Washineton, Nelther the note Itself
nor the remittance had any other object than
this, except the slmple one of urging his speedy
return 1o Washington,

Thus the stale arucle herglofore gxposed and

denounced, of manufacturing letters and notes
for vhe purpose of adjusting them to my own
briet communications, in order to ¢ their
import, s here 1evived, and this aidacious
work will no doubt be continued so long us
the public shall show itselt sufficiently creda-
lous or gallhible to give to these forged papers
credit or consideration. [ eannot but beheve

cople of the Stute.  Knowling sonr steadfast
oyelty to the Union amid n:.-ri[;stimi triod men's
courage, | expreted nothing less of you than
your approbation and support of the principles
and measures enuncinted by the great Republi-
can party, looking to the reconstiruetion of the
Stutes lutely In Bebelllon,  For myself, I con-
selentiously believe the preservation of the Goy-
ernment and the salety of the lives ol Unlon
men in the Bonth are involved in thefr success,

I don’t wouder, my friend, that yon advert to
the present condition of Union men in' the State,
ana ean sce but httle ditlerence between what
they suffered under Rebel role and what they
now have to submit to., Their tidelity to the
Government is a brand or stigma—they are
called all sorts ol names, the word “Yaokee”
heing the most general, because, I suppose, con-
sidered the most opprobrious—they tind them-
solves under the ban of proseription, hoth vo-
olally and m their busioess atlars; in overy
pavish where the Rebel elrment 15 in a majority,
they see men holding the principal offices at
whose hands, perhaps, thes und their faumilies
were persecnted, and this, too, at « time when
the State is still voder martinl lnw, and when
carrieons of United Sintes troops oan be com-
muntcated with almost at a4 Jdiy’s notice every-
wlere., In this het of erievances 1 have sand
nothing of threats of violence, and actual vio-
lence suffered by Union men,

I have leftont the bloody record of the 30th
of July in New Orleans, when Union men were
murdered by wholesale in broad daylieht, and
with thousands of United States sohlft-rn within
hailing disiance. Now, my (riend, if these
things are done when we are under the protee-
tion of the sirong arm of the military, if the
envenomed batred of the men who lsbored for
four years to destroy the Government could not
be restrnined, even in the presence of the mili-
tary, il 18 p serlous subject tor reflection to what
extent this vengennce will be carried when
unawed and unrestrained by the foree of bayo-
nets, In my address, referred to, I gave 1t as
my deliberate opinion that if the military forces
were withdrawn, the life of every prominent
Union man wonid be endangered, 1 still adbere
to thut opinion, and will add by way of amend-
meént that unless the foree is increased, 1 do not
coueider the proteéction thus afforded as a porfect
security by noy mwensns. You know, my friend, I
tried ke * concillation™ policy in this State
thoroughly. 1 did o in good faith, and with a
sincere desire 10 heal the wounds of the country.
The result you know as well as I do. 1 have and
do ncknowledge that it falled in its object.

Perhaps it is as well the experiment was fried,
It hius demonstrated to the people of the loyal
Stutes the undying hostlity ol the spiriy ol
glavery to free govermment, It has shown that
the eclemency extended to its advocates, who
plunged the country into & bloody war, has
been unavailing in winoing them back to their
allc zianee, and the only policy by which the
nation can be preserved fromithese plotters for
its overthrow is to punish the traitors, that, to
use President Johnson's emphatic langunge,
“treason may be forever rendered odiouns.”

Thut Congress will regulate all these matters
utits next session is not a matter for doubt,
['s first duty, 88 I conceive, will be to lpuss an
enabling aet, preseribing how the Rebel Statea
shall be reorganized. The firet preliminary to
thal end will of course be a convention from
the peaple to form o Constitation, and in elect-
ing tbat convention | consider that Congress
has the consiilutional right to sav who shall
vol ¢ and who shall not vote,

When the Convention meets, the power rests
i that body to fix and rezulate the basis of sul-
trage, the Constitution they muy adopt being
submitted to Congress for its approval,

This I understand to be the programme of the
Republican party. and is a shorter as well as &
more effectoal method for the redress of our
grievances, than by persisting in the assembling
ol the Convention of 1864, as you suggest. After
the murderous onslaught made on the members
of that Convenlion, with the Mayor and his
blugdy volice still 1o power, sustained and sup
ported by the President of the United Siates, 1
copsider that Convention no longer practicable,

1 sec no alternative, therefore, but to awuit
the meeting of Congress, (o whose wisdom sad
patriotism I bave the highest confidence, and
who I feel pesured will take care of Louisiaua.,

A Tierce War Waged Against the Whites—A
(reat Number of Thom Killed, and Their Stoek
Giolen —Numersus Trains Attacked —Strange
Ovder of Colonel Manadier.

Leavexwonry, Kansas, September 256.—Inlor-
mation recelved rom Fort Laramie, Reno, and
Bie Horp river, states that one hundred and
fiftv whites have been killed by tue Indiang, The
roud from Laramie to Powder river s filled with
graoves of murdored men, A whole train was
murdered on Big Horn river, Numbers of men
and women have aiso been killed. The Indinns
have become emboldencd by their nnchecked
sucoess, ond defly the military, Red Cloud, prin-
cipnl chiel at Laramie Peace Treaty, has taken
the war path, A band of Arapanoes attacked
another train on Big Horn, killed seven men,
gtate all the stock, and compelied the people to
stop travel, Scouts from Fort Reno report that
the Bioux and Cheyennes attacked that post,
enrrying away all their stock. Great complains
is made asgalnst Colonel Carrington, by his
troops, for cowardlce, Reporta state that a train
of two handred and fifty-slx wagons on the road
fougbt the Sioux and Cheyennes all the way from
Fort Laramie (o Reno, losing twenty-t wo inen
killed; a great deal of stock was lost. Thirty-
nine men bave been killed on Big Horn river.
Colonel Manadier, of Laramie, 1s smud to have
issued orders that the first whate who killed gn
Indiagn should be teken and given to lndians to
be dealt with, There s great complaint aeainst
Manadier and bis officers for keeping and feed-
ing Indian women at the forts, The Indians are
well armed and equipped. The grasshoppers
have taken possession of Kansae and Western
Missourt, Huge swarms nre devastating here,
